He was 
born In Ohio, and was formerly a 
baaker In TThri6h8vl11e. that sUte. He 
was an Ohio state senator in 1879. 

The physician attendInK Mr. Wili<in8 
said that his condition was vory Ir 
regular, his left side being completely 
paralyzed and hli temparature being 
less favorable. He said that Mr. Wll 
kins' case was aggravated by a kidney 
troubles His age also was against him.

Buffalo, N. Y., March 11.— Mrs. Ar- 
thur Pennell, who, with her husband, 

was dashed over an embankment Into 
the Gehres quarry, is still unconscious 
at the Sisters hospital In this city, and 
there is no hope of her recovery, ac- 
cording to attending physic(ftns. Mrs. 
Pennell is suffering from a fractured 
skull and probably internal Injuries. 
She has not been able to give any ac- 
count of the eyants which led to the 
death of her husband and her own In- 
juries. . ^ 

Following It days after the murder 
of Burdick, the death of Pennell, who 
had been mentioned in the case, has 
given rise to all manner of surmises. 
Investigations by the police have 
brought little that la new to light. The 
Pennells left their home shortly be- 
fore 5 p. m. It was raining, but the 
couple did not seem to mind this, and 
went out the Kanslngton road. The 
plunge of the antomoblle was seen by 
two yoting men, who say they saw 
Pennell's hat fly off. Then the ma- 
chine swerved, and a short time later 
Pennell was picked up, with his skull 
crushed. He was dead, his wife lying 
near, unconsoloua. Pennell had made 
arrangements to meet a friend at his 
honx' later In the evening. A cigar 
man from whom Pennell purchased a 
cigar Jnat prior to his death says Pen- 
nell did not appear in amr way excited. 
With these facts in hand and no state- 
ment from Mrs. Pennell, the opinion 
Is that the tragedy was an accident 
pure and simple, and the theory of 
suicide is given little credence. 

A polleeman la on guard at Pennell's 
office In the Austin building, and it is 
believed that the attorneys are now 
making a search o^ the papers and be- 
longings of the unfortunate victim. It 
was also stated that a aaarch is being 
made of the residence ot the Pennells 
at 208 Cleveland avenue. • it is known 
that detectives have bean at the house 
since the tr#edy. 

The tragedy and the intimation of 
a deliberate intent to end. hla troubles 
directs ivnewed attention to the Ed,- 
win L. Burdick murder. Burdick was 
found Feb. 27. by his mother-in-law, 
Mrs. J. D. Hull. In his den In his home, 
with his head beaten In and his body 
covered with cushions. ' A picture of 
Mrs. S. T Paine, wife of a dentist 
was found In the room. Dr. Paine 
practices in Bat a via. but hiw wif<' lives 
in Buffalo with a companion. Burdick 
had sued his wife tor divorce and had 
named Pennell as co-respondent Mrs. 
Burdick had entered a cross-bill, and 
these suits were pending at the time 
of the murter. Mrs. J. B. Warren of 
Cleveland, formerly of Buffalo, was 
dlvorce<i two months ago, and In a 
cross-bill named Mrs. Burdick. Mrs. 
Paine and yiisfn Marlon Hutchinson, 
formerly employed in Burdlck's fac- 
tory, were taken before the police, but 
nothlhg was found out regarding the 
murder. The Pennells. Warrens. 
Palnes and Burdlcks were on terms of 
great family Intimacy for years. 

Ri'cently Mr Pennell made the fol- 
lowing statj inent: " About this case of 
Burdick. I have told the authoriHfs 
I went away to New York before tee 
murder and that I met Mrs. Burdick 
while I was awav. In fact I saw Mrs. 
Burdick near New York two or three 
days before the murder of .Mi. Hur- 
dick. I came ho^e again Wednesday, 
the day before the mttrder. I have 
told It frankly and the meeting was 
a proper one. But they seem deter- 
mined to drag all this business out in 
the papers. 1 would do anything to 
stop it." 

Mrs. Pennell has been loyal to oer 
husband through hla trying experi- 
ences during the last 10 days. She 
frequently said that her faith In him 
wan unshaken and ttmt she would 
stick to him to the end.

Wasninston. March 11.— The weath- 
er bureau issued the following special 
river bulletin: 

"The Ohio river will probably rest 
at Bvansvllle during the next M hoars 
at somrihini; under 43 feet. At Fa* 
ducah a stage of 4G feet Is Indicated 
within the next two days. At Cairo 
the rise will continue during the pext 
two or three days at a decreased rate, 
reaching 50 feet and possibly slightly 
over. The lower Tennessee will begin 
to fall in two or three days, while the 
upper Mississippi will rise slowly. 
From Cairo to Heleaa conditions have 
become slightly more threatening 
since Tuesday. The rise is progress- 
ing at an inn . a^^cil rate, and 38 feet 
of water are exiierted at Memphis by 
Sunday or Monday. A stage of :i9 feet 
Is not improbable, and precautions 
should be taken for that stage. The 
levees are being patrolled and thus f^r 
remain in good condition. The White 
rivf-r has continued to rise rapidly, 
while the Arkansas Is also near flood 
stage, and the effecU of these waters 
win be fait In the main rtyer within a 
short time. Below Helena the rise 
will continue letf-adily, an<l maximum 
stages will probably he reached as fol- 
lows: Arkansas City 51 feet. Green- 
ville 4« feet, yicksburg 50 feet. The 
Misslslppi below Vioksburg and the 
Atchafaiaya will continue to rise for 
the next three or four weeks." 

Fraying for Sunshine. 

New Orleans. March 11.— The river 
is rising here very slowly. The gauge 
marked 18.4, a i uf only one-tenth 
in the past 24 hours. The suge Is 
still over a foot under the record. The 
most unfortunate condition at present 
Is the continuance of rainy weather. 
This is having the effect of softening 
the levees, and all Louisiana is pray- 
ing for a return of sunshine. Six hun- 
dred men are at work at various points 
along the river front, sacking weak 
points and rai.sinK' the line of cinliank- 
ments. Thousands of sacks nl saml 
are being distributed along the rivt-r. 
The engineers report the levees be- 
tween Southport and Carrollton In ex- 
cellent condition ami able to stand a 
much greater strain than they have 
thus far been subjected to. 

Patrolling the Levees. 
Memphis, March 11.— The Mississip- 
pi river is rising steadily at this point 
the gauge marking 36.2 feet. This 
is a rise of five lanths of a foot in 
the past 24 hour.«i. It Is believed that 
the river will reach a mark of H8 feet 
at Memphis. Reports from Mississippi 
and Arkansas indicate that the gravest 
apprehension prevails regarding the 
flooil ."Situation. In some districts 
anut'd .-entries are patrolliun the lev- 
ees All streams and rivers in Ar- 
kansas are overflowing. In North 
Memphis the flood has already begun 
encroaching at certain points, and it 
will take but a "few Inches more of 
water to rt mltr work imiiossible at 
many of the lurntii r iiulustries in tha' 
section of the city. 

C ditions at Cincinnati. 
Cincinnati. March 11. — The river 
here has been stationary at 41t :i Tne 
weather is cloudy and cooler. The lo* 
eal forecast official says the river will 
pass the 52-foot staj-re Thtirsday. It 
requires about feet to cause any 
material disturbance of traffic. The 
Ohio is tailing at Pittsburg and rising 
from Wheeling down. The outlook, now 
Is that there will be no dliAstrottS 
flood at Cincinnati.

It, though conciaa, vary good. Some val- 
uable works on hiatoiy are at band ; es- 
pecially deserving of attention is "Ellis' 
American History"— not eqoal to Fiske 
or Woodrow Wilson, and yet very good. 
Two sets stand out as superfine. They 
are "The World's Greatest Classics," in 
forty large volumes, and "Warner's Li- 
brary of the World's Best Literature." 
In the "(ireat Classics" you will find 
"Oriental Claasica" from India, PeraU 
and Ohinii, ''Olassie Drama," ancient and 
modern, "ClasBic Oratory," of Greece and 
Rome, "Classic Eisaya" from Montague- 
down, '*01assIos" horn history, science 
and philosophy. To the writer it is one 
of the most valuable works I have ever 
examined. In Warner, which contains 
thirty-one volumes, yoii will find en epit- 
ome of the wood's l>e8t thought from 
early dawn to the present day. Atten- 
tion ia called to two very helpful things 
for the busy man who wants to be some- 
what in touch with the world's life and 
thought: First, the brief, but excellent 
histories of Utoratares from Egypt to 
Englieb ; second, the summary of every 
great book ever published. This is sim- 
ply "a short road" to wide intelligence. 
The one weakiiPHs of the book collection 
is its fiction work, because of its absence. 
Some works, elastic and corrttnt, are on 
hand, but a great need is good setR of 
Dickens, Scott, Eiiot, et cetera.
